• hispurpofe to fet Antichrift intirely before our eyes from hisfirft 
ll\nrim° halfe of whofe portraiture onely. The fecond Beaft did re- 
Sfcntvntovs : as alfo becaufe that noweinthefclaft times wherein 
L Beaftlhould be folly laid open , the whore of Rome (hould rely* 
more vppon the Ciuill authority of the Pope , whereof that former 
Beaft was a Type , then vppon his fpirituall power ,which is reprefen- 
ted by the fecond ; We fee at this daye,that the Patrimony of Peter is 
of more force and cftimation with Papifts , then the doctrine of Paul 
of which they make, a vizard to coucr their filthines with, and we fe« 
alfo that neither ,Spaine,nor France, nor many other people doe care 
a rufofor Rome,but onely fo farre forth as (he may ferue to aduance 
and advantage them by her authority. No man is ignorant,that Italy 
hathnowe for a longtime defpifedher at her owncdoores , whereaa 
it can endure to haue her worlhipped by forraiae nations like a God. 
For thefc caufes therefore isthc former Beaft fpoken of onely mthiS 

Francis Ribera the Icfuite labours to proue that this Beaft here fpo- 
ken of , is not cither of thofe which are defcribed in the 1 3 .Chapter* 
bat fomc newe one that was nowe firft of all feene of lohn. And why 
fo I pray you ? becaufe faith he there is no article prefixed before th<| 
woman , or the Beaft , as it is wont to be done in matters that be well 
knowne. Indeed it is certaine,that if he (hould conclude hencetou- 
chinw- a newe rcprefentation, wherein they doc nowe appeare fiflt ot 
all,that which he faith Ihould be of fome moment,butfeinghe gathe- 
reth ,that neither of them was fimply and abfejutely extant before tntf 
and that from hence, becaufe they appeared not in this forme before,. 
-whichis the onely thing , that the want of the article «fteflttb,» 
^calcth either foolifbly or knauifldy after the fafliionof JtfwteB, tot

Chapter, hauing the fame Sea> 
blafphcmy, heads, homes , worfhip among men, that (hall haucthe 
fame eternal deftrudtion aifo as he is the caufe of it vnto others,arid hi 
partaketh with him in all his properties ; faue that foraeof thefe 
fhould be more cncrcafcd nowc in procefle of time, and all of them 
fhould be more in the viewc of the world vnder this fifth Vialijtteu 
they were at firft when he fprang vp* 

For nowc he appeareth full of blalphemye , which did oncly take 
hold of his head before. No we was that former Beaft Antichril^and 
Avail not this be he, that is more blafphemous ? Whofe admirers alfo 
be reprobates no lefle then they that admire the former Beaft ?\Vha( 
aduantage therefore getteth the Iefuite , if when he hath fent the foi> 
trier Bealt packing to Ierufalcm , he (hall leaue this at Rome , thatis 
farrc more pernicious ?

It mhatxhe Harlot in Salomons Proucrba 7a$Xtlktb the Tongman^ 

: '" Ut 
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i-jj Ht ies which Jbe hath ready for bim. This cop therefore (he bad* 
• w hande , reached forth torhe renowmed Kings andPnhcetj^ 
tome /he fends Cardinalls , Iefuites , arid other vncleane Spirits of 
2J~ kindc in embaflage , to drawe them vnto and to retaine thedt ift 
tefellowftup ofherRomifhldolatrye. In which point the moft ar- 
J«it diligence of Rome is knowne to all men, who foareth for no 
jfcour or eoft, fo (hemay enueigle thefc men to comit this deteftable 
Soredome with her. Which thatflle may the better doe,the Cup is 
Golden very pretious abroad & in the eftimation of men, the Romiib 
impiety being commended with all pompe of words , for the confent 
kath,for multitude, antiquity,perpetuall fuccefsion, the very Chaire 
of Peter , and fuch goodly colours as thefe to yarniih her ouer With, 
that fo (he might feeme more pretious then any Gold to fimpW peo- 
ole and might by that meancs deccauc them.

The third 
property is her notable cruelty , in that (he doth wholy ouerflowe 
With tke bloud of Martyrs . Yea this is fhe that killed our Lord lefts 
as it is aboue,Chapt. x i .8.S0 that it is hard to faye howe muchChri- 
ftian bloud, the wicked fiffljjerours fhed after that there was made 
an onfet to their cruelty from thence. What daughter focuer was 
made thorough the whole world almoft, that proceeded either from 
the Edi&,or the prouoking and allowance of this Citty.lt can not be 
expre(Ted,howe many and great warres the horrible Popes haueffir- 
red vp in the ages following, who haue fet al the Kings of Europtby 
the eares together; 

And befides the maflacres that were made by publike warres,howe 
many holy men haue loft their Hues , becaufe they and Rome couli 
not iumpe together in one minde? For which caufe they were pro* 
fcribed for hercticks , & were confumed with the tormenting flames; 
of fire. It treades in the fame fteppes at this daye ; as it appeareth by 
that execution which it made lately in tbeyeare, 1595. vpponacer- 
raineEnglifhma for ftriking to the ground their facrilegious facrifice 
of the Altar out of the hands of the Arch-Biftiop of Ambron. For 
after they had cut of his right hande and had feorched the reft of his 
body in fondry places with burning torches , while he was dragged 
thorough the Citty by his executioners , at laft they burnt him aliuc, 
ouer againft the Capitoll. $. 

At length behold ( 6 ye Englishmen ) whether it is that ye fly ouer 
for whatfocuer caufe , namely to that place , where fo great impiety 
raigneth ,that if fo be that ye haue any feed of election remaining iff 
you , you will chufe rather to die a thoufand deathes,then to geue any 
toleration to it with your filence. 

Is not 
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Is not the fame Rome the forge of Rebellions and the flaughter- 
houfc of Chriftian Princes at this daye ? Certainly this Councel that 
? jnade of a company of furies , doth firft decree the killing of Prin» 
and then it fends out thelefuits vnderhand, that are a crueof cut- 
throats and poifoning villaincs , who doe bring their wicked decree g 
into execution , by any meancs they can deuifc. It were an endlcffe 
labour to goe thorough all thy butcheries 6 Rome. Thou art drunke 
indeed with bloud, tumbling thy felfe in thy owne furfct, which thou 
haftparbraked with excefsiue quaffing of bloud. 

Nowe therefore all thefe common properties being joined toge- 
ther , doe (hewe vnto vs fuch an whore as this , namely one that is in- 
crcafed and fuftained by the Bealt , one that is Princelike,rich,glifte- 
rin<> that great Mother Citty and fpirituall Babylon 3 the Princefle of 
all fuperftitions , yet one that doth deceaue men cunningly with her 
killing Heights, and laftly a cruell killer of the Martyrs. All which 
if^they can bee found no where els together, but in Rome alone, 
let vs take notice of the Citty that is to be condemned , and let euery 
one take heed in time howe he haue any fociety with her , lead that 
he pcrifh together with her in her deftru&ion , that is no we fliortly 
comming vppon her. 

And 1 meruailcd. Thus farre of the typicall defcription. Nowe 
hepaffethouer to the Interpretation of it , the occafion whereof 
isfettdowneinthefe words. But howe is that Iohn mcruaileth, 
whereas this is the property of curfed men , beneath in the 18.

This meruailing is full of indignation becaufe of that fo great 
felicity of the wicked harlot , whofe iuft deftru&ion fhould haue 
bene feene in her firft conception , or at leaft when fhe was in her 
cradle.

rians did miferably vexe all Italy, did waft Rome it fe fehorr* y,

This fecond time was called his wounded bead, Chapt.i } % j' t ww 
brought with it the knowledge of his former eftate , whercbfS 
could be no knowledge till this chaunge happened. But yet the Bdk 
laye not for euer in this ouerthrowe,but he got vp & out of itag% 
as the third article teachcth vs,he afceded out of the botto»leff$|j? 
which came to paflc, when he put forth his hornes againe , afterl^ 
Tempeft brought in by the Barbarous people was blowneoucr. Tfa 
article containes in it both the healing of the wound by luftinianjpj 
Phocas, as alfo his vprifing out of the Earth by Gregory thefccoaL 
of both which we hauc fpoken,Chap.i 3 . 3 .1 1 .and 1 1 .7 .and 9.2,11, 
This Gregory exercifed that power, which his aunceftors hadobtiio! 
ed from the Emperour , yea farre greater ,being become not onclyaa 
vniuerfali Bifhop , but alio a Soueraigne commander of all comma* 
ders didtator-likc , one that could geue and take away the Empires 
his pleafure.lt is enough to note outthefirft beginnings of mattersin 
this place; we haue (hewed elfwhere who was the firft Pope that con- 
ferred vppon men the name of the Emperour ouer the wefterne 
people. Then therefore did the Beaft plunge vp out of the P^whcn 
the Popes had gotten this earthly power to them felues , aswt haw 
ihewed ,Chap. 1 3 . 1 1 .Which earth he calleth the bottomlefle Pit here, 
as it is alfo called fo elfwhere as Pfal.71 .2o.T/;ofi makejt meto mfiw 
cf the hottomlejfe places of the earth ; And fo much of the third time j 
The fourth is , he fhall goe into deftrudtion , which teacheth thatdsi 
ncwe rcuiued dignity fhall not remaine for euer , but that it is tbke 
diminished by litlc and litle,and to be wafted leifurely , till it be quite 
extinguifhed at length ,-as we haue heard before in the fccond chapter 
that Iczabel the paramour of this Beaft lay ficke and languifhing with 
an incurable confumption , euen as we fee at this daye ,it is cometo 
paffe both in Rome and in the Pope , but their funeral and exequies 
remaine to be kept as yct,& this Reuelation will teach vs afterwards, 
at what time that fhall be, Thefc are the foure notable changes , bj 
obferuing of which the Bcaftmight be clearely knowne', of tncn^at 
arc not wilfully blinde, as out of which we haue a moil ftrongciarjih 
ment both of the time when Rome is the whore,and of theperfonof 
Antichrift. 

For that Citty is the whore 3 wherein Antichrift raigneth,that ijf|t& 
Beaft which was, which was not , which attended out of thedc^i

fi m therirac of Conftatine the great, the Pope raigned, which was, 

hich was not , which rofe vp out of the dcepe , and fhall goe into

Thcrfore Rome is the whore from Conftantines time, & the Pope 

of Rome is the Beaft and Antichrift from the fame time , in whome 

f cc a ll thefe changes to be at this day, as fane as it can be,while he 

. not quite carried away out of this world , into the bottomlefle Pit 

of Hett> f rotn whence he came ; whence we conclude that it is not to 

be doubted ,buc that he is that aduerfary, that man of Sinne, that great 

Antichrift > whome we ought all of vs to flye from and to abhorre, 

and to wilh and worke him deftruftion with all our might. If any 

man thinke , that the Beaft can not be knowne before his laft difmali 

doomefdaye( which is to knowe him to late)let himobferue,howe the 

Anocllftayes him felfc in the third Article in the endeof theverfe, 

faying ; feeing the Beaft which was,and was not , and yet is , whereby 

he teacheth vs , that there may be certaiae knowledge had of him at 

the time of this third change. 

And the inhabitants of the earth fhall mcrnaile. Namely by giuing all 

honour and obedience vnto him , being dazled with the gliftring 

(heweof his falfe dignity ,which was called before tneruailing after the 

Bedfti Chapt. 1 3.3. And yet leaft we (hould thinke that all men are to 

be carried headlong into this damnable finne of honouring the Beaft, 

hereckoneth vp the inhabitants of the earth onely among this crue, 

namely the Cittizens of the countcrfaite Church , vvhofe names are not 

written in the Booke of life. Nowe therefore confider in Gods name

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Doe y c not fee the Pope and the Beaft to treade in the fame ftepj^ 
continually hether to f Marke the things thatTollowc after, TOiM 
finde both of them (till goe on together in the fame tracke,whiehthe 
Holy Ghoft hath chalked out , and that hand in hand,and witheqaal 
paces .But it may be you will cry out that this is a newe iritcrpretaami 
But doe not offer to binde the Holy Ghoft to be at your command,^ 
pleafure. 

It is he that fortcth out the meafure of knowledgeto cuerytimc, 
according to his owne goodwill , and that mod wifely. Confifct 
rather the confent of the whole Prophecy , which will geub moft 
plaine & euident proofe of it owne autority and certainty , andcoont 
that to be mod auncient,which ye (hal find to be moft true.Whydoe 
you fufferyourfelues to be deceaued with the names of the Fathers, 
whome the moft certaine cuent doth teach , to haue bene exceeding* 
blinded with errour,in themoft places of this book of theReuelatiori! 
This is the notorious cunning & coufenage of the Iefuites,to cal Aofe 
men chcifcly to witnefle , and to cite thofe interpreters , with whofc 
venerable ignorance they might hide and coucr the Popes impiety.

Yet that former reading of 
Xhcod. Beza, may carry this fame meaning alfo. Though the Beaft 
was not erewhilcs in mens opinion, yet nowe he.is. And fo the words 
arc to be taken in this fenfe,that they may haue reference to the Beaft 
as he cometh forth of his Calamityc,not as he lieth ftil in it.

God. The Beaft is like herein to the whore , whofe name.writtcnon 

licr forehead was a myftery, which fhould be no leflc kept clofe fiotn 

the knowledge o f molt men, then fome darke riddle that can notbc 

opened. For Prophecies are not made manifeft to allmen,nonot 

when they be fulfilled,as Bellarmine faith,and that triflingly as wc vJ 

fhewe afterwards , but onely to fbmecertaine and peculiar men, to 

whome God fhall geue power to vnderftand , whereas thercfidneof 

men (hall remaine dead and buried in their former blindncs. Andte 

fhort aduerrifement doth conuince the Papifts to hold a threefold 

errour touching Antichrift , one about his , common namejanotha 

touching his dodiine , the third touching his publike perfection ,of 

which we will entreate more at large in the confutatio of thePapifts, 

which ftialbe made at the ende of this Chapter.

There- 
fore Rome is the feate of Antichrift. But who or what are theft ft* 
uen Kings ? They are not feauen Angular perfons ,as vidoiinus would 
haue it, but they arc the feauen formes of Princehood , or Regiment 
that haue bencinRome. For if each of the heads fhould note out 
lingular men , fiue o f which fell in Iohns age , that is to faye , Galba 
Otho,Vitellius,Vefpafian,Titus,and Domitian was thefixth whowas 
then Emperour , and if Nerua was the icauenth who was then to be 
expected who fhould continue hut for a fhort time , and fhould haue 
Traiane to fuccced him irnmediatly , who fhould be boththeeighth 
and the feauenth at once, if (I faye) the heades be to be nobred thus,it 
niuft needs be that this Beaft fhould haue quite failed, and perifhedin 
Traiane who fhould be his laft heade,and that there is no thing nowc 
at all to be feared from him of the world. Vnlcflc wc fhouldthinkc 
perhaps, that he is ftill remaining aliue, when all his liue-heads arecut 
or,or that newe ones fprung,vp againcjike the heads of Hydra,whcn 
the old were ftroke of, whereof yet Iohn hath made no mention.

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For the heads are both the mountaines,andthe Kings & A~t 
that thcfc fcaucn Kings belong to Rome onely j And fo'wc Sft 
thee of a great labour in fcarching out,Antichrift, and willmlkJS 
knowe by a moft certaine argument , that he is to be found atR* 
for finding of whome out , thou haft compaffed all the wonUT^ 
fro.but all in vainc. r ra t0a »l 

But what doe I fpending good time in vaine , to confute thefetn™. 
and deuices of thine ,which yet I could not paife by altogether hn!P 
1 .muft needs bythis Mght couching of them , at IcJ^f^ 
pitts, not to fuffer them felues to be abufed any longer with the fe£ 
nes of the Icfuits. The matter it felfe Sands thus . Thefc ReeiZi 
are proper to that Citty, to which the hills belonge , & they areS 
fcaucn formes of gouernment,by which this Citty is no leilcfarool 
kn owne,the by her feuen Hillcs .No we Cornelius Tacitus the HiC 
wntermumbreth vp thcfc Regiments in the beginning of his Hilton 
and that in this manner ; Kings were the firft that did poffeiTe and™! 
uerne the Citty of Rome , Lucius Brutus fet vp and brought inlibem 
with the Confulfhip. The dilators abfolute Authority #a S taK 
for a certaine fhort time ,• and the power of the ten men laftednbt 
aboue two yeares , neither yet did the Conful-like Authority of the 
Tnounes ,ttand long in force,&c.The power of pompey and Crab 
turned foone to the making of a Cxfar. In which words he teach** 
clearely that there had bene fixe kinds of goucrnment in forceat Ro- 

r ° 'r i ™ fi '" ft h ™ ldin S of the Citty, vnto his age,namdv,Kin«i > 
Conful S) Diaator S ,Decemuirs;Tnbunes,Empero U Fs. Theteauenth 
which is i of the Popes was notknowne of him , as being dead before 
nc could (cc it. 

Fiue haue fallen That is , Kings , Confuls,Dia a tors , Decemuirs, 
i i ibuncs,f or theie kinds of Gouernmet were quite ceafed & vaniflied 
away before Iohns time. One is, that is, thefixthkindeofGouern- 
ment is by Emperours , in whofe power the fwaye of the world was, 
While Iohnliued. And another is not yet come, that is , the Pope, the 
lcaucnth King who was not the Gouernour of Rome as yet,whilethe 
Apoftle was Iming. And the adicdiue that feructh to note orders 
very matenall,for he faith not.f he feauenth is not yet come, but, another, 
or, the other is not yet come, intimating, thereby .that this feaue"th mould 
be of a farre diuerfe nature from all the former Kings, 

All 
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All rhefe were Ciuill Gouernours ,the feauenth fhould be a (pirittiall 
m one of a mixt kinde.difagrceing from all others that were be- 
r whence it is cleare that the Chriftian Emperours are not the fea- 
rf» Kin»e;for they differed nothing from the former in the kind of 
l?Goue.nmcnt,onely they tooke Chriftian Religion vnto it. And 
f there were newe Religions added often in iuncient times , though 
the forme of the Gouernment was no thing' changed in the meane 

^elides the feauenth Kinge muft goucrnein the fame place where 
the Seauen Hills arc,as we haue demonftratcd in the former verfe.But 
the Chriftian Emperours neuer had the Handing place of their chcifc 
abode at Rome, but the whole vfe and profit of the Citty belonged to 
the Pones , by whofe meancs alone the glory thereof grewe from the 
time that this feauenth King beganhis Raigne. That particle(not yet) 
Jheweth that there was a very fhort time remaining,to the coming ot 
the feauenth King ; For fo we are wont to fpeakc of matters, that are 
to come not long after. , . 

Wherefore Ribera the Iefuite is a fond commenter ,who holds that 
the fixth kinde of Gouernment continued from Chrifts comming 
vntill three yeares and a halfe more or leffe before the laft daye , and 
fuchfoolifh creatures be all the Popifh writers , who will not haue 
Antichrift to be expedcd,before that fame time,as if the Angeltaying 
he is not come y«t,fhould fpeake of a man , whome the world Ihould 
not fee yet after a thoufand fiue hundred yeares . 

Andvvhenheeommetb. That is , after that the feauenth Kmgdome, 
namely of the Popes fhalbe begun , when the Dragon foalbe calt out 
of heauen , and Conftantine the great foal come to the Empire ; He 
mult (lave but a title while , that is, about an hundred yeares after Con- 
ftantine, becaufe the Popes Kingdome at Rome was to be ouerturned 
for a time by the inundation of the Gothes , andVandalls , who did 
handle Rome fo cruelly that was the Throne and tower of the newe 
Princehood,that it feemed to haue vtterly perifhed:Genfericus bcrea- 
ocd it wholy of euery inhabitant ; Blond. Decad. i . Book. 2 . Ana 
Totilas did lay it waft againe,fo as there was neither man ^ot woman 
left in it;as the fiime Blondus reporteth,Decad. i .Bookc 6.See Chap . 

te Veif',i. Mdth t Bcaftth,tvv^nAisnot. That is : And ,** 
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feauenth King the Pdpe,who came and was in refped of the vtmTm 
and originall of his power for an hundred yeares from ConftanZ 8 
death , and which is not, as being extinguifhed after that timeintE! 
opinion of men,by the breaking in of the Barbarians, this Beaftd £ 
as the eighth, and one of thofe feauen. Where we muft obfcruethatthl 
feauenth Kinge hath the namcofihe whole geuen him by himfelfe Z 
is called that Beaft, whereof there was a defcription made in the d£ 
verfe by foure interchangeable courfes of times.For al thofe cfaanS 
are proper to him alone ; whercvppon the Holy Ghoft doth nowe im. 
inediatly after the fecond Change , of the Beaft whereof he fpakcin 
the former verfe,fet do wne his double condition in the very wordci 
Wherein he wasfirft defcribed, thereby fhewing,thac thofe words M 
rvbenheiscomehe muft continue but for a f bort time , are all one with 
thole,* be Beaft which was and is not. 

Euen he is the eighth. Namely ,King. For this eighth doth not am 
With the word put for the beaft in his Gender; The vulgar Latin 
tranflatcs the words vntowardly he is the eigth Beaft : For there are 
not eight Beafts but eight Kings , the feauenth of which is thcBeaft. 
The relatiuc pronowne(he)fcemeth to be a demonftratiuc one,asit* 
often put for one, h* is t he eighth King, that is , the Beaft is that eiehtH 
King. b 

The whole foregoing member alfo of the fentence, makes the no- 
roinatiuc cafe thatgoucrncth the verbe(is)asif hefliould faye,nowie 
tfealt Who was ,& is not, is both that eighth King, and is one of thofe 
ieauen. This eighth King is the fame Pope after he had recoucrcdhi$ 
dignity from that difcomfiturc,which the Barbarians brought vppra 
him, when his wounded head was healed,as it is Chapter 13.3. Oc 
When he that is not, did ante vp out of the Dcepe, as it is verfe 8. of 
this Chapter. Or when the fecond Beaft did arifc vp out of the earth, 
as it is Chapter 1 3 . 1 1 . When Gregory the fccond,and his next ficcrf- 
lours did plunge vp againe and gott aloft by the helpe of their two 
Homes I ipmus and Charles the Great. For we haue (hewed before 
that all thefe things belonge to that third change. But nowe whence 
commeth this eighth King ? ° 

r }V™c hath thc Bcaft ci ^ hr hcads nowe > which were feauen onely 1 
Iitle before f N T o fuch matter , but this eighth is the fame with the feav 
uent!i,tnat hachthe fame difpofition^anners ; regiment,wherevppon

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. . pre fcntly added , and he is one of thefe feauen , onely he is one tha* 

keth the feauenth in impiety, blafphemye , facrilcdgc. Thc Pope* 

P cnot f wicked in their firft originall prefently after Conftantine, 

Is they were after Phocas j But more and fcffc doe not diftinguifh 

Therfore the newly reuiued Pope is the eighth King > mod worth/ 
of all the reft to be pointed out with the finger , and to haue it cryed 
Guerhimashegocth,- Thisisipfchc. Out of which therc,may be a 
manifeft reafon gathered, why one Antichrift was decyphered out by 
a double Beaft in the ij.Chap.namfftybecaufeheis both thc feauenth 
and the ei^ht Kinge, 

Am\ befhallgoe intodeftruttion. Becaufc he is to be vtterly deftroyed 
in his due time. This laft member is the fourth time of the Beaft, 
fetched out of the generall interpretation, vcrf.8. And fo that which 
is faid there , which was and is not , and is to rife vp out of the dcepe, and 
fhallgoeinto deftrucliov,is here sxpreffed in fomewhat diuerfc words, 
fo that thefe words( when he fhal come) anfwere to the firft member, 
thtk be muft continue for a fhorttime , anfwere to the fecond, thefe 6* 
be is that eighth King ; and one of thofe feauen , anfwere to thc third,the 
fourth U the fame in both places. 

Whcrforc nowe we may fee , that what focuer is fpoken generally 
oftheBeaft,doth belong to thc opening of the nature of the feauenth 
Hcade. Seing then that this Beaft is thc feauenth King , who was to 
haue the next place to him that bare all the rule in Ionh s time, and the 
regiment of the Popes came into Rome (traight after that Empire of 
thc heathens , we haue found out both Antichrift himfelfe , and the 
time wherein he arofe vp, and that by a fecond moft ccrtaine demon- 
ftration .Which that itmay be made more clcare,may be propounded 
in this manner. 

The feauenth King fucceeded next of all after thc Heathen Empc- 
rours , who did make the fixth King that raigned at that time , when 
iohnwcre;verf.io.Fii« arefalten.oite fe,that is ,thefixthJBut Antichrift 
is the feauenth King, verf. lo.and 1 i . Therfore Antichrift fucceeded 
next to the Heathen Emperours ; and feeing the Pope of Rome is this 
feauenth King from thc time of the heathen Emperours > as wchauc 
raadeitplaineaboue, it followetb alfo neceffarily that the Pope of 
Komcisthat hieheftand greateft Antichrift of whomc the Scrip-' 
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turcs , doe fore warne vs fo diligently , and that from the rii9ew«™ 
heathen Emperours , and that the Citty of Rome is the whorcfnS 
the fame moment. v? 

Nowe fee ye Ieiuites , from howe neceffary principles this Artm. 
ment proceeded* , bring what engins ye ca to ouerthrowe t^m *«i 
fhal doe no more good then if you fhould fet ramparts to oucrthro^ 
and heke heauen. But as for your aflertions, about which you kegfe 
fiich a difpute 9 touching the time of Antichrift , they are but abfunj 
forgeries of yourowne braines, and more foolifli 5 thenalthefoferi|| 
that can bethought of, as we will make it to appeare afterward^ t 

Verf. iz. And tbt ten Homes which thou faweji are ten KjW 
Hetherto of the Heads ,- nowe he interpretcth the Homes ,which doe 
bring a more full and cleare opening or the time , of the Beaft^tbe* 
yet hath bene had , with their confent.For the greater traine andean 
pany that matters haue with the the more clearely are they perceiood^ 
and obferued by the fenfes. To the endc thcrfore, that that fcauenth 
head might be made knowne with more markes yet,and that hfefcft 
Originall might be more certainly found outfit is filled and furtift«I 
with thefe Homes , as it were with acertaine pompous traHfctnji 
troupa , with the noife whereof we might be ftirred vp to markets 
comming. 

The Angcll doth intcrprcte thefe Homes to be ten Kings,who*hl 
afterwards defcribed of what fort they be 5 both by their KingdpUipift 
this verie ; as alfo by their minde and manners in the i $ . verfe } iai 
laftly by the warre which they (hall wage, verf.*4. Their Kingdpna 
is defined by a double time , the firft wnen it was not as yet receaq$j 
Who (faith he) bane not yet receaued a Kingdotne* The fecond whe» fc 
was receaucd;tjff(faithhe)rJE^/Jta8 nceatie power as Kings at one howt 
with the Beaft. 

That firft meeteth with a doubt , whereby fame man might thinfce 
perhaps,that thefe Kings did raignc at the very fametime , when Ioto 
wrote thefe things , not (faith he) theydde not raigne yet , but theym 
*bout to raigne fbortly. For otherwife it were a ncedlefle caueat^if they 
fhould not come forth til three yeares and a halfe before thelaft dajfr 
The fecond time yeeldeth vs yet more cleare knowledge of.theiaaW 
by a mutuall defcrying each of other > which the.Beaft and thehonitf 
doe make of them felues.

ginning altogether. Befides the Hiftory agreeth meruailouflv with the 
formerfignification , which yeeldeth a more euident fnd Plent.full 
knowledle of the Beaft,by this double ^d moregenerallMarke^nd 
feing out of all doubt , the H. Ghoft would haue the Beaft to be moft 

certainely knowne,we may vpon iuft caufe hold , that this is the oncly 
meaning of the words. , L ' - 

The next words,with tbe Bwjf,the vulgar tranQates,4/t«r the Beajt, 
againft the authory of all Coppies, and againft *e "uthitftlte. tor 
the Homes are reckoned in the firft place , yea before the Heads ,or 
any other part of the bodye , where fpeech is made touching the vpri- 
fing of the Beaft,whieh foould not haue bene done , if they had bene 
rftcr the Beaft or the heads in their comming forth ; Chapter 1 3 . 1 . 
Ribcra wil haue it to be the fame fefe,whether we ^^^TZl 
or tfter the Beaft, as if it were the fame time to begin theii ; Kmgdomc 
together and after. But he referreth neither of them to the time, but

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"Btft this is alfo abford andvnreafonablc, feihg toree 
Whether it be with or after the Bead: ,can not be all one with 
geuc powerto the Bead.

And that which is there fpokeitf 
the fcaucnth King onely,is here geuen to al theten Kings equaUyJtot 
that they fhould exercife no power at all euer afterwards , aftcrthtf 
theyhaue fcenethis houre runne out, { for howe fhould the Beafttf 
whome this is fpoken together with them,enioye his autorityfcttafc 
houre onely, who hath two and fourty moneths to play hiuycj(|jipi 
Chapter. 13.5.) But this is ther fore thus fpoken , becaufe thefefirft 
power fhould be for a time interrupted with fbme notable calamity 
that fhould come vppon them after fbme fewe y eares , and tlil&a 
Kings fhould fall into the fame mifhappe with the Bcaft , at thekittft

No we thcrfore to come to the applying ofall this to'the matter^ 
hauefhewedonthe 13. Chapt. that thefe Kings are the firftChriffia 
Ernperours. Which fhall nowe be made plaine by the particularizing 
of tliem,and other matters belonging to them. Firft,thefe Home*!* 
Kings and thofe no ordinary or inferiour ones , butEmperours,(taC 
had thefoucraigne and higheft power in their owhe hands, feingthqf 
had diademes , wherein they differ from the Homes of the DragOD, 
as we hauc obfcrued,Chapt. 13 . 1 . 

For be had ten Homes alfo. That is , fo many Kings, but yetfu&a 
wanted crownes. For thefe were then belonging properly tatfe 
Heads,that is, to the Citty of Rome,where the higheft Maidty ofefc 
Empire did refide v all the reft of the Provinces being fbhic&tdpi 
great Qucene. ^'

But nowe thedafe fhould be altered at the firft beginning of An*- 
Mtit the foueraigne Empire fhould be clfwhere then at Rome , *» 
Snoweitcametopafle, when the Chriftian Ernperours kqptat 
iLntium,ot- Mediolanum,or at Rauenna,who yet kept the height of 
S Goucrnment ouer the whole Chriftian world , ftil in their owne 

^Ftoall this while they fpakc like-Lords and Kings j we hm iudged 
thttvwtby of the Bifioprick of our Citty; becaufe thou art a maintained 
of Chriftian Religion , as Conftantius fpake to Liberius the Bifhoji 
ofRomej Theodor.Book.2. Ghapt.16. Yeafome Ages after ,in the 
foch Councel of Conftant, Aft. i . Conftantine himfcife gaue a gift to 
the Bifhop of Rome , which they called his Sacra ,• in thefe words j 
urn this to the Archbifhop of ouraunaent Rome* And this thing alfo 
the BifhopsofRome did wilUngly acknowledge j Boniface writing 
to Honorius tL. £mperour,diftin(ft.97.Ecclefiae faith \Rome\s the Cttty 
vvbicbyou of your gentlenes haue geuen ouer to me. Gregory writing to 
Mauritius ifignifieth his ready obedience in promulgating hislawe, 
though he did not allows of his iudgement by anymeanes faying, 
libit amfubiett to your commandementjhaue caufed your lavve to betranf- 
ported thorough diuerfe parts of the world ; Booke 2. Epift. 6 1 . at the 
ende. And Agatho fpeakes thus of Rome ,• Tbisit the Citty that u ut 
the bumble feruice of your Mj/^,Concil.Conftantin.6. A&.4. What 
was then become of Conftatines donation of Rome that the Papiits 
talke offo,al this time f ,, 

And yet the donation it felfe,i fit fhould be granted to be good and 
lawfully mightr-declare fofficiently , where the Empire kept and who 
had it in their hands at that time,Secondly,thefe Kings arc the Homes 
of the Beafl,thorough whofehelpe and furtherance the Popes dignity, 
grewe great, while theydriue away allhoftile violence from them, 
that might feeme but to encroch vppon it any whitt. Neither did they 
cnely helpe them to growe with fighting in their defence, but ftlfo by 
gcuing them mighty ftore of riches. For although the Papifts doe 
boaft of Conftantines donation impudently , as we touched it right 
nowe,yet it is ccrtaine that he did grace and honour both the Citty, & 
the Bifhop of Rome with many Priuiledges , and that the Ernperours 
that followed after him ,tooke nothing away from them that he gaue 

fcut did rather put more to the heape. 

liii Thirdly* 
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1rhirdhr;thcy arc faid to be tfcft ,becaufe fo tnany of the firft ^ 
fhould be notable for their diligence and paines in fubduing 
mies of theRomanes,by meanes of which opportunity the U« 
was newly crept our , might get ftrength,and might grower 
hisfirftage. ^^ 

No we the particular Kings were thefe : r . Conftantine thejrt^t 
2.Conftantine^Gonftans,Conftatius his Sonnes> 3 Julian^fot^M 

5.ValentinianandValens,6.Gratian^Valentiniantheftcond ) ^^ 
odofius the great,7.Theodofius with Arcadius and Honorius hi*$g 
lies, 8.Arcadius and Honoriu9 alone, 9. Honorius andTheodofiur% 
yonger,io.Theodofius and Valentinian the third. For fodtelerdjjft 
Profper,Vi&or,the Bifhop of Turone, Marcelltrius Ck>mes,#aff|$ 
reft of the writers both Greeke and Latin, that I could eufcr fee,^ 
ber the Emperours that raigned together for one. For the Etttpft^f 
Rome was pne,though it was diuided in the cheife places andGpiri 
nours ,as thelma^ein Daniel,Chap.*.4o. Did alfofliadoweo^ 
Kingdome,with leggcs and feete that were diuided . As long $<$& 
raigned , the Beaft that was but lately hatched,did flbuf ifll,beiii|p 
at length greatly and fore affii&ed , when thefe were dead andpft 
feeing there was no home extant fof a longe time , that was all$$ 
driue and keepe away his enemies from his headefhoulders. An$j| 
all the Homes were not of cquall ftrength,but the laft of therii , ify 
weaker then their fello wes ,• for Rome was twice taken in Honojp 
his raigne. When Alaricus and Ataulphus were Captaines of d* 
warre againft jt ; and yet the Beaft head was not wounded in a d& 
manner at this time , feing it was a (hamefull rather then an harm' 
ouerthrowe which he had, Pom'pam.La*Jn the life of Honor; 
his hurt was prefently repaired againe , when Honorius the WMi 
Home began to put forth his power, and to rowze vp himfclfe , fe? 
then he drauc the Gothes out of Italy , and Attalus their King wait* 
umphed ouer at Rome , and after that his right hand was cut of , M 
was carried away into Lipara , at the commandement of Honorife, 
Sabellic.Enn.8.Book i.CeminlyConftantiusand Aerius didbdiifee 
them felues very ftoutly after that , and did defend the Maiefty of ie 
Empire very worthily from all the aflaults of the Barbarous people, 
howfoeuer Honorius and Valentinian their foucraigne Lords , p'"* 
the Cowes through ilouth andkzines. 
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Bat after that thefe two tail Homes feli,it can hardly be told,hows 
rtaorandhowc great calanoSties were heaped vppon the Beaft euetj 
Agft 9 when as there wis no aide for him either in the Weft or Eaft* 
tjjt could driue backe and beate dowtie the outrage of his enemies, 
that rulhed in vppon him . Beirtg therefore deftitute of hi* hprnes> 
jjc came to that extremity ,that men fuppofed him to be perifhed,and 
notto be at all , as the fecond Article of his eftate fheweth , verfVS* 
Xforthily therfore are the Homes reckoned to be ten,m which nom- 
ber the whole defence of the Beaft is contained , which failed quite 
foratime afterwards , after that this nomber was come to an ende. 
This is that one houre, during which the Beaft receaued power ,\ and 
not he onely , but the ten Horn^s with him ,• which did come to ruine 
alfo together With him, feeing that there was no manner of valour or 
manhood left in any of the wefterne Emperours for a lorigfpaceof 
timeafterwards,that was abletorefift the fcircenes of the enemies* 
Forthercft that folo wed after ,namely Awtusj ) Maiorani!»*Seaerianus' f 
Anthemius,Rethimer,01ymbrius ,GIicerius,Nepos jOreftes, Auguftu- 
lus^iat was the laft of the Emperours 5 , were nO leffe fliort in their 
continuance^nd feeble in power 8c ftrength,yeaVather of no power 
at all,then the Emperours areobfeure that are dxtant at this daye,whO 
are hardly knowne what they be, either by the rumour of men,or th£ 
records of writers. 

Fourthly , the time wherein they had not receaued their Kingdoms 
Was the time of Iohn,and wherein this Reuelation ifras written. The 
heathen Emperours were playing their parts yet,namely the Dragon^ 
while the woman did trauaile fore in the meane time with bringing 
forth her Sonne , as being not ftrong enough yet , neither beingyet 
come to her full time,tobring forth her iffuej asitisChap. X2.2.&C* 
For howfoeuer there were fonte men in the ages next after Iohns 
time , who were fomeWhat better enclined to Cnriftians then other*

The Vandals did alfohold Affrike in poffef- 
fon.Tte Gothes,the Franked ,the Burgundions frazed vppon France, 
theEnglifhmcn vppon Britariny,the people called Hunni kept Panno- 
n ia, and other people challenged other Cuntricsas proper to them 
felues. 

Thefe Kings flourifhed while the Beaft was almoft brought to 
deaths doorc in the meane time, with that moft grciuous wound that 
had long befoi„ benegeuen him. Neither did thefe receaue their 
pou'er,for an houre as the true Homes did;but they hold that dignity 
conftantly to this daye by fuecefsion of their heires, which once they 
afcheiued. Thc glory (I faye) 'of the Kingdomes did neuer fall to dc*- 
caye, howfoeuer many families perhaps haue bene often changed'. 
Laftly,neither did they fucceed next to the fixth Head ,- but they hauc 
thePopes,and the Chriftian Empcrours comming betwene and in thc 
middelt of them. • 

By the fame arguments doeal thofc things fall to the ground which 
Ribera thelefuite fettcth downc concerning the ten Homes , vppon 
thc 12. of the Apocak Nomb. 1 1 . As it may appeare clearely to him 
that warghcth the maftter on both fides, fo that lhal not need to fpede 
time in confuting his fonde Conceites. If any man {hall obied that 
fome of thefe Emperours were Godly and holy men , let him leceaue 
tliisanfwerc once^gaint , fhat thofe good Princes knewe not what 
moniler the>^ were^hatching , euen as alfoit fared with many learned 
men , who tookenolefle care and painesto fet out and grace thc 
Beaft with their writings , then thofe Emperours did , to defend him 
with their fwords. Which thing confidered,it is no mcruaile that both 
cf thefe did honour and adorne the Beaft ,& that ftriuing who fhould' 
doeit moil, fcing his counterfaite (hewe carried a kinde of reuerence 
with it, but his fcwle and ougly l>ue,was as yet more clofely couered, 
then that it could be commonly feene.Neither is it needfull that al the 
Homes fhould fubfift at once, more then the Heads,which fuccccded 
one after another. And indeed fo is the Beaft , a Rowe and ranke of 
Bifhops as we haue fhewed,which a longc order of fuecefsion makes 
vp ,but it is not circumfcribed in any one perfon. And yetthefc firft 
Emperours are the Homes in fuch manner , as that rhey doe containe 
together with them the whole order of fucceeding Emperours , but 
thefe are by name fet downe before the reft , hot h becaufe thc labour 
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andendeauour of thefe in aduancine the Pope,

Nowe who k there that Will not 
m<:ruaile,to ^ ee *° £ reat conipirittg and combining of minds and for- 
ces thorough out fo longe a fuccefsion , that they fhould all of them 
*fite alike to haue the chtife dignity and Soueraignty to reft in the 
hinds of m« Bilhop of Rome , and that they fhould let nothing paffft 
which might bring encreafe of glory & pompe vnto him/ The matter 
is manifeft to euery one in the firft ten Homes ; euen Iulian who alone 
fpent his ftrength in vanquifhing the enemies of the Empire if not of 
tkChurch,did not a litle helpe the Bifhop of Rome. And whe Rome 
Jaycin her mines , and the Popedomc was almoft quite abolifhed , the 
endeuoov of the Emperours was not Wanting to reftore,& to veferue 
the former authority to auncientRome,when as it might haue feemed 
equaHandiuft,to tranfferre the primacy to Conftantinople, that was 
the feate of the Empire at that time , cheifcly when as the Bifhops of 
Conftantinople did challenge it to them felues With all their earneft 
endeuOur,yea they did fuppreffe the ambitio of their Eafterne Bifhops 
atlength,andeomanded them to fubmit them felues to the Bifhpp of 
Rome. 

Atlaftwhen the two newe Homes Pipine, and Charles the graet 
arofein the Weft , there was more ftout and fierce contention then 
befbre,in the Beafts quarrdl,Chapter 1 3 . 1 1 . Yea and it came to this 
pafleat length , that the Empcrours obliged them felues to the Pope 
with an Oath of Fealtye , andnowfethey did thatneccflarily, which 
before they did freely and of eheir owne accord. It feemed a politike 
deuifeto the Beaft for the better fecuring of his eftate, to fet this for a 
markevppon the right hands of the Emperours afterwards } as we 
hauefhewed, Chapt.13. 17. Which cuftome muft be deriucd to all 
their pofterity , till the words of God fhall be fulfilled , as it is after, 
v«f. 17. There was indeed a great combate betwene the Beaft and 
fome fewe of the Emperours , but this is to be meruailed at in euery 
one,cuen of thefe, that they thought they had a matter of ftrife , witfc 
aman onely, and not with the Beaft, that is, with the Pope, not as he 
WasPope,but as he Was a man. 

They did perhaps hate him , aj an open enemy of their outward 
eftate,but yet they honoured and aduanccd the Popedomc moft care- 
fully. But neither did the Pope ftand in need of thofe Homes at that.

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:pcrour,whodidwithall perfecute the Princes of Germany , with* 
lamentable vvarre , becaufe they required a liberty to woilhip the 
fcmbe , who began a litle before that to fliewehim felfe clearely , to 
^ c world againe after it had laid in darkenes for a longtime. The 
Angel fpeaketh in the plural nomber ,as if al the Homes did ioine their 
forces together to make this warre. But it is no newe thing to hauc 
that laid to be done by all,which is done by any of their order. There 
were many rebellious enterprifes fet vppon againft the Lamb* before 
tbis> but this one defcrueth the name of aBattell, more then aU the 

itfc 
Ani the Lambe f hail auercome them. Marke here , howe the Holy 

Ghoft ioineth the vi&ory of the Lambe with this Battel , which can 

beonely vnderftood of this one. But the Empcrour got the vidtory in 

that warre j it is true indeed,if we refped that very rime of darkenes, 

during which the two witnefTes fhould lye flaine and vnburied , but 

after that thole fewe dayes fore appointed of God,were expired,they 

who triumphed ere whiles like conquerours , had nowe their turnes 

come to be vanquished. For Mauritius made Ctefar take his heeles , 

and compelled himatlafttograuntpeaceand liberty to them of the 

Religion as we haue fhewed,Chapt. ii.ii.i2. This fire confession 

tfdie Truth is this vidory , which the Lambe wrong from the Em- 

perour againft his wil. And not from him alone, but from al the reft 

alfp who followed after, as Ferdinand, Maximilian, Rodulph ,• who 

feeing it to be invainetokickagainftthcpricke,didceafetobein* 

iurious and troublefome to them, of the reformed Religion, I would 

toGodthat the Empcrour would at laft begin to make the vidory of 

'the Lambe gloriou9,not onely by ceafing to refift him any longer, but 

aifo by abhorring all the Romifh abhommactons , wherewith he hath 

bene fo longe dcceaued,as alfo by embracing the failing Truth it lelfc, 

Howe is it that he considers not, that he doth nowe followe after the 

triumphal Chariot of the Lambe,other\vife then he is aware of. For 

it is not a matter of chance , and hap -hazarde,but it is the worke of 

the moft mighty Victorious Lambe and Lyon of Iuda , who is able 

tomakethe mightyePeeres of the earth to be the nurfing fathers of 

his Church. 

. But were it not better for him to accompany the triumphal chariot 
of the Lfibe ? rather as a partaker & fellowe with him in his yi&oryc, 

Kkkk " thea 
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then as one that is bound and pinnioned , and fo inadc a roifewkL 
fpe&acle to al the world of a fearefull difcomfiture,which the fc^S! 
hath put him to for fighting againft him. Nowe the niightyanjjj^ 
cious God open his eyes , that he by rewarding the whore accord 
as her renowmed fades doe deferue , may be the firft of the Hornet 
that maye winne this glorious crowne , which if .he (lull dcfo$*k 
neglecft , yet neuer theleffe another £hall carry it away from hittjert 
longe. . * 

And thofe which are with him^called and chofen y andfaithfuB, Natpelr 
theChriftian Souldier s, Mauritius ,and the Army es of theProtcft^ 
for whome the Lambe got the Vi&bry. For it was his pleafujcto 
ouercome his enemies , not with Thunderbolts caft downefroia 
heaucn vppon them by his owne power alone, but by vfingthcl* 
bours and couragious exploits of his faithful feruants. And thus .we 
haue the Homes declared more fully vnto vs, by this warre, whichfc 
no lefle remarkeable a Note to knowe them by nowe when th<y are 
drawing necre their ende,then the nomber often was to know them 
at their Tbeginning , fo that hauing both the beginning and thet^of 
them made kno wne vnto vs ,we can not wcl make any doubt of sitht 
reft ofthe ranke that commeth betwene. 

Verf. 1 5*. And he [aid vnto me, the- waters which tboufawtft* *ttm 
farrc goeththe Interpretation ofthe Beaft. Nowe followeth thatof 
the Whore ; and firft in refped: of her whole iurifdi&ion , andthafat 
it flour ifheth in this verfe. He interprereth the waters which he mert- 
tioncd in the firft verfe,to be people, companies of men,Nations,tdn« 
gues,that is, Nations of euery Tongue that arc in fubie&ion toRdffl* 
as to their Ladye andEmprelfe.So are the Prophets wont to noteoofc 
an huge company of People by waters jas,ffo vvAters come vpfrom ifc 
Northland fhall grovve to be an ouer flowing and fwelling flood, Ier. 47X 
And indeed, they are called worthily by this name > becaufe of tbdf 
notable variety inconftancy , and often changing of their mindes* 
and opinions , being as it were waues tofled vp and downe withtbe 
winde as who are fubicdt to greater Sowings, and to more violent* 
troublous motionsjthe that narrow fea called Euripus,whoie violence 
is faidtobefuch , that it is able to cary fhip that goe with full faife 
againft the winde; to which for that caufe the Oratoi* compared* the 
multitude. 

Thcfc 
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Thefe waters therefore bcloage to the Whore , who hath dominion 1 
Ottcrthe world farre and wide , fuchasherlurifdi&ionwasofold, 
^ben (he was in the floure of her youth , and the perfe<ftion of her 
beauty, and outward glorye, though nowe in thefe laft dayes , when 
fliclhould growe withered, wrinkled, and ill fauoured to fee to with 
Age , as it becommeth an old whore to looke her waters (hould be 
nude more fhallowe,and drawne into a narrower Channell ; as it fol- 
loweth in the next verfe,as for the words, nations and languages, it is 
fpofcen by a figure by which two are put for one ,as if it were faid,na- 
tion? of diucrfe languages . 

Verf. 16. And the ten homes which thou fawejt vppon the Beaft. 
Nowe the Holy Ghoft defcribeth theafrlidted eftate of the whore, 
teaching vs by whome this afflidion fhalbe brought vppon her , and 
after what manner , vnto which he doth next in order ioine tnl com- 
mon caufe of them both,t he will and pleafnre ofGod y in the next verfe. 
As touching the words ,* in fteed of thefe words vppon the Beaft , the 
Complutcnfc Edition,which Montanus ,8c Plantine followe, readeth 
ini the BeAjt, as if the Beaft himfelfe fhould hate the whore at length; 
which is contrary to that reading which Aretas the vulgar Latin, and 
Theod. Beza make, and that with audiority of many Coppies,andin- 
deeditis contrary to the manifeft truth. For the Holy Ghoft vnder- 
ftandsby this laying of the whore waft , which he foretelleth in this 
place, that calamity which is to be brought vppon the Kingdome of 
theBeaft , by the Viall that fhalbe poured out vppon his Throne ,• of 
which we haue heard, Chapt. 1 6. io.h. Therefore howe can it be, 
that the Beaft fhould make him felfe an helper forward ofthe whores 
defacing and ouerthro w, as it is neceffarily gathered that he fhal out 
of this corrupt tranflation , whofe fall he fhal take fo to heart, and for 
which he fhall be vexed fo immoderately jhat hefhallgnawe his tongue 
for excefsiuegreife and indignation at it. Moreouer Iohn fawe the wo- 
man fitting vppon the Beaft,at the fame time when {he cometh forth 
to be condemned and executed. 

What time therfore can they fct , when this his forfakhig of her, 
and parting of fellowfhip with her fhall be , which they talke of, 
When as there fhalbe fo great and neere a ioining and vniting of them 
together ,euen to her,laft deftru&ion ? Wherefore that which Bellas 
mine labours to build vpon this rotten foundatio of a corrupt reading 
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is a caftle of come do wne , namely , that Rottie is nottJ&*Mr 
Antichrift,bccaufc Antichrift fhal hate the whorc,which h^gS? 
to be Rome j For (faith) he will ncucr bate his ovvue .Swte.ButtteS^ 
aflumption of this Syllogifme^f it be drawne irtto forme, is wbo^ 
raanifeftly falfcjbecaufe it relycthvppon no other groundnut a fkuW 
reading. ™; 

But howe is it ,that he dareth depart no we from the vulsar ts^L 
tion,which he extolleth to the fkyes elfwhere , & which AeGoS 
hath decreed fhould be oncly authenticall ? The force of thcS 
hath compelled him to feekecuery corner , &if he could by ariyme* 
nes helpe the Pope to fcape the dint of the ftroke 5 which the TM 
fattens on himjie knewe the Councel would be eafily brouohtto m 
don him. Wherefore they which (hall hate the whoreltrethei^ 
Horne$& not the Beaft together with them. No we theRelatiuc totto 
Neuter antecedent (cornouton Homes) is put in the mafculinegcnfe 
in the Grecke (ouy ; thefe), becaufe men are to be vnderftoodbythefc 
Homes. , 

But as the warre that was waged againft the lambe,was attired 
to the ten Kings, which was made by the meanes of one of the oqfa 
verf. 1 4.S0 here it is faid of all of them,that they fhal hate the whose; 
and workc her laft deftru&ion at length , the glory of which?worke 
though,(hall perhaps belong to fome one of thefe Kings. Fti M 
are not wont to be more Empcrours then one, fubfifting at once , d 
one and the fame Empire. And it may be, that euen as at the OriginaE 
of the Beaft,thc ten ftrft Chriftian Emperours, were notable forte 
loue 3 andzca!e towards the Pope,aboue many after them. Soondw 
contrary , the ten laft Emperouns that fhall raignc neere to his cnde> 
fhall carry a peculiar & fpeciall hatred againft the whore aboue many 
before them,thelaft of which fhal burne her with fire.ButlcaLtta. 
the laft Emperours, not as if there fl&ould be an vtter failing of then 
when the Popes fhall be aboliftied ,• but becaufe they fhalbe no longer 
the Popes Homes as no we they are counted,, but fhalbe the laft of M 
vpholders i out of which it is cuident, that the Turkeis not the man, 
by whofe meanes Rome (hall be vtterly deftroyed* but that he flialbe 
one of theEmpcrours 5 to whome this name of the Homes agreethi* 
their beginning proceeding & ende. And indeed ,if the Turke kriewc 
what were for his ownegood, he would neuer plot or pradtifc«» 
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hurtagainft Rome,- For whileihe (hal ftandc fafc,our warres agairiffc 
bim^bat be Chriftians fhal doe him ntfhurt.Take an example hereof 
(0 Chriftians) and fee thereby howc true it is that I fayc , out of that 
viftory which they gat againft you at Karefa,* fewe yeares agoe,that 
h,theyeare i$96.Howe cameit about 5 that at the fame time,when ye 
hadgotten the vidory ,ye tookeyour heelcs,in extreme haft^nd fled 
ftoroyour conquered enemies ; being itroken with' a Sodaine panick 
feareby Gods handc f What w'as the caufe,that when the Turkes fled 
awye , and left their Tents and houfes in the feildes for three whole 
dayes together , not leauing any one to keepe them, you on the other 
fit put your felues,to flight molt defperatcly ? There hauebene fomc 
of old,that knewe not howe to vfe a>doubtfull vicftorye, but that men 
who were conquer ours, & might be aflured certainly of the vi&ory r 
when they fawe their enemies llaine foiled,and put to flight,this tnay^ 
be the firrt example (as I thinke) of Gods ouerruling power , the like 
whereof,was neuen&ene or heard of before in this kinde. And it is ; 
smarter to be thought of with much aiionifhment ,• and yet the caufe 
thereof is not hard to finde Out .. 

ThisTurkifh fcourge of the Chriftians , is not to be caft into the 
fire,till both the Idolatry of the Weft be forfaken by true repentance, 
andRomealfothatistheSinkeand Hydraes head of this impiety, be 
vtterly defaced by the laft punifhment, that fhalbe inflided on her for 
this and all other of her horrible finnes . That cruel enemy hath bene 
fcnt into the worldfor this caufe,as we haue heard out of the ende of 
the ninth Chapter. And there was no better an iflue to be looked for 
of that Hungarian warre againft the Turkes , feing the Banner of 
Maximilian the Archduke , who was the cheife commander in the 
Qiriftiaris armye , had the Image of the bhffed virgin Mary painted on the 
one fide of it; With this infeription; The Fatronejfe ofHungarye. Which 
impiety was drunke out of the Cuppe of the fornication of Rome, 
but noweve may learne by experience, howe litle it auaileth you to 
rorfake the true Patrone and Gouernour of heauen and earth , and to 
get vnto your fclues newe patrones befides him, &.that with extreme 
p iur >' t0 the Saints , whome you preted to honour certainly itwas this- 
ratroncile that made you recoile fo feareftilly , when you were Con- 
querours.Bewife at length,andturnc the edge and rage of your anger 
againft Rome , which makes you a pray vnto the Turkes thorough 
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this pollicy of holding yduinldolatrye. When this Cufl&frfiiito 
tion , and this (hop where Idolatry is minted, foalbeoncetoS* 
nought,we fhall haue no need of our armyes to takeveneean3? 
vppon the bloudy ,and Barbarous Turke, but he (hall beddlHS 
fome other meanes , fo as he fhal not moled thofe thatproftffiS? 
ltian Religion any longer . And I doe not poure out thefe chinttmftv' 
nor forge them out of my owne braine,but thofethines panfe £,' 
haue bene faid beforc,Chapt. i € . ij . And in other plac<*Ww32 
things which folio we fhcwe them to be molt certain* and true xS 
therefore thou inwhome refteth all the Soueraient Maieftvof j£ 
fcmperourthathleft at this daye, whome thcrforeitcdcern4nifl? 
to bedehucred from this whore of Rome, thegreateftenemvS 
haft , you alfo the reft of the Chriftian Princes , vnderftand atfoZ 
what courfe ye may take,both to getyour felues honour andhappiS 
with peace and ftfety , as alfo to bring vnfpeakeable quietnes , J 
gladnes to the whole Chriftian world. You haue taken youria!! 
amilte hethcito in fetting vppon your enemye ,• Sandificyourlawiei 
and lharpen your fwords vppon.and againft Rome,and theaConfto, 
tinople fhall not put you to any trouble at all. Burrie vp this vthit 
and turne her into Afhes, then fhal you fee your brethren thatflull 
co ' ne i i r< ? 1 m t , he Eaft » of whome the world thinketh litle or not at ail, 
who fhal take vengeance on the Turkes & fhal plague them by brio! 
gtng on them an vtter deftruftion.for all their horrible finnesindfit 
their cruelty which is not to be named , it hath bene fo outraeioo. 
The fifth and forth Vials of the former Chapter, haue geucn you fome 
taft of the truth of this good fpel and happy tidings that I brine you, 
the former whereof hath taught you that Romcfhalbelayd waft, lb 
other that the Iewes fhalbe called immediatly after that ,• which how 
much they auaile to make this good,which I nowe put you in hopeof, 
it fhal appeare more euidently afterwards in their proper places, h 
length markediligently,whatthings Iwrite. I thatam vnknowneto 
you all , and a man of no reckoning in my owne Cuntiy , durftnot 
take vpo me to fpeake to you and to exhort you that are moftmighqr 
and renowmed Princes, the glory of the world ,& to geue you notice, 
or a matter of fo great moment, if the confidence that I repofeinthe 
I ruth of God, and the aflurance that this is that truth which Ifpeaice, 
1 which I doe thcrfore fubmit and put to the triall andiudgement** 
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tflequall iu^ges)if this confidence^ faye)had not made me take heart 
>nd courage, to doc this errand vnto you from the Lorde of Lords & 

King of Kings. 

Wherefore lfyou fhall certainly finde , after diligent exsunination* 
thatthat which I bring is true,& certaine, then I befecch you in Gods 
namc,doeyour vttermott,to deliuer Europe at length, that is fomife* 
^yf plagued and diftrefled, both from that firebrand of Ciuil warre, 
within our owne bowels, which this whore carrieth about With her f 
andcafts abroad amongft vs , as alfo from that,which is the fcwel of 
fiie Turkes open hoftility and warres againft vs , and that moft iuftly. 
Make your felues ,and all your Artillery, ready againft Rome* and rafc 
her to the ground, that is , and hath bene of alongetime,. themoft 
certaine arid deadly Bane and plague , to the bodies and foules of all 
thofe, that drinke of her poifoned Cuppeof fornication ,that is, who* 
ferae God according to her abhominable fupcrltitions and diuelifh 
Dodrines. 

They fhall bate the rvborc. Hetherto we haue heard ,by whome the 
whore is to be plagued,nowe we are taught in thefe words 5c the reft 
thatfollowe in this verfe,what wayes they {hall pnnifh her,and thofe 
arefiue,which are the fiuc degrees of her punifhmetjhatred forfaking. 
nakednes gating vp,burntng. As touching hatred,haue they not great 
caufeto curfe and to fpitout vppon this Poyfoining, and inchanting. 
circe, which hath bewitched and befotted the Kings of the earth, 
with her Cuppeof Fornication ,• Which is the Butchery of the Saints, 
Aeonely ftrong hold that keepes the Turkes fafe , that is Sodome it 
fclfe , and Egypt, and the Citty which crucified Chrift our Lord, of al 
which crimes this Booke of the Reuelation hath conuinced her to be 
guilty, & for which it hath condemned her as guilty moft manifeftlyf 
Then they fhal make her defolate and naked,partly by reuolting from 
her , partly by miniftring no aide vnto her againft the affauks of her 
enemies. 

They fhall eateher flefh, by cutting away her toll mony and polla- 
gfijas alfo by taking order that her Romifh Martings & chaffering* 
may haue no more place in their dominions j perhaps alfo by taking 
againe into their hands Flaminia. The picene dcmeanes,& that Lord- 
fhip of Siena , called commonly Peters patrimonye , with the reft of 
the dominions in Italy , belonging to the Empire , which the Beaft 
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Vipcd the Emperours of longc fince, thorough craft and febtiltfilk 
Venetians were left free in thediuifionof the Empire,andthat|^ 
confent of both the Emperours , being no we accounted to bclii 
neither of their iurifdidion. ^ 






They of Bononia, Florence, Genua, Luca ,• and fome other pcfrfc 
haue redeemed their liberty withmony. But by what righyS 
Rome challenge her Territories? What did the Emperours jO 
them f luft fo as Conftantine the great gaue his Pallace,the Cittieof 
Rome , and all the Provinces, places, and Citties of Italy , or of the 
Wefterne Cuntrics to Bifhop Siluefter , and to his fucceffours. But 
admitt, that Pipine and Charles gaue them al this ,• they gaueitwJjen 
they knewe not what they did , they thought they did it to adaaace 
Chriftian Religion, & for the behoofe of the Church, but feeing that 
it is nowe found out by too true and lamentable experience,thattiwe 
was neuer any thing, that hath more redounded to the vndoing of the 
Church, & the ouerthroweof pictye, then this bounty of theirs, wty 
(hould not the Emperours take their o wne againe,5c take away from, 
the whore,the earnings and wages of her whoredome /The Prince* 
haue no need to be taught what they may doe rightfuly,fo they would 
once open their eyes to take notice of the whore , to be fuchaftfaf 
packe as ihe is indeed. And who feefh not, that thefe kinds of punifk 
ments haue bene begun to be laye vppon the whore, from the tiraeof 
Charles the fifth , whome I fuppofeto bethefirft of thefe ten latter- 
moft Homes jcheifely from that mornent,whcrcin he was vanquished 
by the Lambc with the armyes of the Protcftants * God would hatt 
Rome to be taken,and miferably fpoilcd by him, Borbonius beintte 
cheife agent therein, though this was done a fewe yeares before Sat, 
And that as if he would haue that fpoiling of Rome , to be a taffand 
pawne of thofe things, which (he (hould fuffer at laft at the hands of 
one of the ten Homes , of which ranke he was the foremoft, and 4c 
Leader. 

Ferdinand and Maximilian the Emperours , with Rodulphus, who 
fwaycththe Emperial Scepter at this daye , haue for certaine leftRo- 
me forfaken and nakcd,if they haue not dcale more hardly Sc roughly 
with her. Haue they taken vp weapons in her defence ? Haue the; pot 
flittered their fubie&s freely to refufe the Romifh fuperftition, and to 
profeffe true Religion t But there (hall nowe come fomeEmperoui* 

next 
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ujxt to thefe,who (hall eate her fle(h,that is,who wil not onely fuflfcr ' 
fcer,to lie naked, and forfaken , but (hall prouoke her alfo to indigna- 
tion , by offering her violence , neither (hall they feme her turne any 
longer , and worke for her aduantage with in their dominions , but 
they (hall thinke it to be homage enough if their fubieAf will payc 
tribute to their lawful! Princes , yea they will perhaps picke a quarrel 
with her , by taking from her againeinto their o wne hands, thofe 
things which I haue fpoken of right nowe. And there (hal one come 
^at length, who (hall burne her vp with fire , feeing fhe can not be 
purged with any other nitre ,• and this daye makes haft nowe apace, 
as we may learne by thofe things that haue bene faid before , but we 
(hal haue a neerer terme thereof fct do wne in the Chapter following, 
Verf. 17. For God hath put into tkeir hearts. Nowe he pointeth 
at the Fountaine,both whece it (hould be,that the Emperours (hould 
be obedient to the Beaft, and ho we it (hould come to pafle , that they 
(hould change their minds at laft ? Both thefe things proceede from 
him,/;; whofe hands , the hearts of Kings are. He blindeth thofe whome 
he wil,and imparteth the light "of his Truth to others, whome he (hal 
haue mercy vppon. But that the ele& might be more confirmed, 
touching this iudgementof God that (halbe, he fetteth before vs the 
remembrance of his iudgement , in the time that is paft,which may 
feemeto be a matter almoft incredible,(aying;Go</ hath put it into their 
itartsjogeue their Kingdome to the Beaftjill the words of God f halbe ful- 
filled-; as if he (hould faye: As certaine proofe as you haue had of that 
contenting of the Emperours to obey the Beaft in times paft , fo cer- 
tainely be you perfuaded , that this alienation of their affc&ions from 
him,and that laft defolation of the whore (halbe,which I haue(pokcn 
ofj One and the fame almighty God is the Author of both thefe. 
And let vs not take it impatiently, if he feeme to deferre his iudgemet 
longjthe wifdome of God hath appointed the time and terme , which 
toaccufe of to great (lacknes , were the part of a man that is to hafty 
in his defires ,and to importunate in his wi(hes . For(faith he)they (hall 
continue in their ioint honouring , and fhall not come to their ioinfc 
hammering of the Beaft and firing of the whore , till the words of 
God be fulfilled , that is , till his decreed and purpofed deftruftion of 
the whore (halbe accomplilhed , which he hath foretold vs in his 
word, that it (halbe. 
<• LI 11 Whereby 
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Wher&y the time of the fifth Viallisfignified , atthef>u 
whereof 5 aU thefe things touching the whore ftialbe finilhed m 
brought to execution, which time (hall fhortly come about^fcft 
age hath come to the pouring out of the fourth* Vial,as we hautj 
ed in the former Chapter. 

Vcrf. 1 8 . And the woman which thoufawefi. So much of tfie|w 
terpretation of her dominion. Nowe he commeth to interpreted 
Pallace;Which letting goc all cincumftances of wordes,doth teach vi 
mod plainly ,that this woman is the great Cittye which raignethoocr 
the Kings of the earth. This Citty then is not the vniuerfal conto^ 
of the wicked , whole domineringouer Kings , is not more tiotabk 
feene,then ouer the reft of the multitude of the people 5 but it is a trot 
Cittye , that is famous for the Empire that is feated there , ouerthe 
Chcife commanders among mortallmen > and fo much therathcr 
becaufe thefe words are fct in the Roome of an intcrpretation,andtk 
Holy Ghoft is not wont togeue an interpretatio,that is more otfeure 
then the things that are to be interpreted. 

Wherefore it is a Citty properly fo called , and a great onekfed, 

as being the Emperefle ouer other Princes ,& fuch a kinde of mother 

Citty , there can be no other in the Chriftian world but Rome , thatis 

the abridgement of the habitable world , the Queene of Nations,** 

Ladye and miftrifTc of Kings,and a place that was of old made apriri* 

cefle by force and armes , but is nowe made fo by meanes of fuperft 

tion,to whome cuen in this extreme old age of hers, while fteislike 

thefnuftcof a Candle , making a noife in thefocket, when as her old 

liuelode and demeancs arc much clipped and libbed round about jjet- 

the Emperour, the Kings of Spainc, France.Poland, and many othtf 

Princes of a lower ranke,doe to this daye acknowledge and gcuchov 

mage 8c fealtye vnto her .This whore therefore can lye hid no long*, 

ihe is found out at laft , fhe hath a fuite commenced againft her , fhe 

holds vp her hand at the Barre , her caufe is tryed , ,and flie is found 

guilty , and comdemncd to be burnt vp with fire. I ha'ue here dcliuered 

you the Coppies of die publike records vnder Seale 5 and there ism "' 

thing els remaining to be done ? but that flie fuffer her final & difiw 

puni/hment, that is awarded againft her, which is to be put ouerinto 

their hands to fee it executed 5 for whome God hath referued the gtorft 

)i performing fo exellent a peece of feruice, as i*the executing af* 

great 
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w hore of Rome. And fo nowe at length we haue fcene the expreffe 
portraiture of the whore and of Antichriit ; it remaineth , that we 
ihould examine in as fe we words as ojaye be , what the Popes Proc- 
tors and Sergeants at Laweteaph and maintaine concerning thefc 
matters,and that cheifely for tffls reafb^becaufe that when this caufe 
andcontrouerfy touching Antichriftis once thoroughly canuafed and 
fifed , it wilbe an eafy matter to iudge of al the reft ,• For if the Pope 
of Rome be Antichrift,what need fhal we haiie to contend any longer 
aboutthc Church of Rome,and about the feauen Sacraments thereof 
tomake any more difpute touching free will,Iuftification,good wor- 
ics,or about any other point of dodrine that is cotrouerfed betwenc 
thePapifts and vs ? It is wel e.nough agreed vppon among all men, 
that the Dodrine of Antichrift, is to be fufpeded,auoidcd and curfed 
t o Hell. And therefore my brethren, ftrike at this roote , and let the 
dine of your axes be driuen into and vppon it with all the power you 

Tiiiscontrouerfy well decided wilbe enough for vs, to cleare al tlie 
reft. All the boughes and branches fhall be ouerthrowne together 
with the tree it fclfe, andfo youftiallfpareandfaucagreatdealeof 
your time andlabour,and in this regard I will not thinke much of my 
fabour,to make a litle digression from the interpreting of this booko, 
to anfwere and confute all that the Aduerfaries can fay about this 
matter. 
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
